> ME LIA was the Daughter of 
PF Dor/et Sandby, Eſq; a' Gentleman 
of diſtinguiſh'd Senſe, Honour, and 
| = Sobriety ; which, with an ample 
Fortune he inherited; gave him that Conſe- 
quence in his Station, which ſueh laudable 

ndowments naturally procure. 

His Lady was the Daughter of Mr. Bar- 


on, whoſe Character was particularly ami- 
able for Charity and good Houſewifery ; 
tho' it muſt be confeſs'd, that ſhe was 


rather too warm in her Temper. 
Each of them had a Daughter by a for- 


mer Marriage; his Daughter was named

Miſs Sally liv'd with her Father's Uncle, 
Mr. Hudſon, a Batchelor, who had for his 
Houſekeeper his Siſter of the ſame Name, a 
Maiden Lady.

This modeſt Reply did not leſſen her in 
the Eſteem of her Admirer : he particularly 
directed his Diſcourſe to her; watch'd to re- 
dceive her Tea-cup; handed her the Bread 
and Butter; and in the Evening, when theſe 
Ladies proceeded to the Hall before-men- 
tioned, he follow'd them thither ; and took 
an Opportunity to aſk Mr. Groſeutt, who 
was the Maſter, to give him leave to dance 
with Amelia, and prevailed.

ſuch a Flow of Spirits, that ſhe was well

make it his Study to inform her of every 


thing that might be for her Advantage ; and 


as he could not be her Huſband, he would 


act the Part equal with the tender Father. 
ThisName broughtTears into Amelia's Eyes, 


who told him, ſhe had no Reaſon to expect 


that.
